No Speaker Yet ! 
Most Terrible Calamity 



The bark N. S. Perkins arrived about 
daylight this morning, bringing papers from 
San Francisco to the lOih inst. Below we 
give a summary of the news : 
California. 

In the trial oi Philip R. Robinson for the 
murder of Peter Burns, formerly of Hill's 
Bar, Fraser River, the Jury found a verdict 
of guilty of murder in the second degree 
with the recommendation that he receive 
the severest punishment. 

The Flora Temple, a clipper, was lost in 
the China Seas, on the 14th Oct., and 850 
coolies drowned. 

On the morning of the Gth inst., the Teha- 
ma House, San Francisco, was fired in two 
places, — evidently the work of an incendia- 
ry. The Fire Department soon extinguished 

it. 

Dr Richard P. Chase has been arrested 
on a charce of adulterating the acids of the 
U. S. Mint at Judge Coon's factory. 

Brodcrick's will has been fount! ; it gives 
810,000 to Jno. A. McGlynn. of San Francis- 
co, and the balance to Ceo. P. Wilkes of 
New York. 

IT. S. Senator Latham left lor Washing- 
ton, on the Sonora, on the fiih instant.

The United States, 

About 5 o'clock on the afternoon of Jan. 
10th the Pemberlon Cotton Mills, nt Law- 
rence, Mass., fell with a sudden crash bury- 
ing beneath its ruins between 500 and 600 
operatives. About 450 were rescued alive — 
many in a terrible state of mulillation— and 
about 250 are supposed to have lost their 
lives---principally females. 

The excitement was intense at Lawrence. 
The town was hung in mourning, and 
scarcely a family there, hut has been called 
upon to mourn the loss of one or more of its 
members. About half past 9 o'clock at 
night ihe ruins took fire, and the poor 
wretches remaining alive in the ruins were 
roasted to death ! 

The true Captain ol the yacht VVanderor 
proves to be a Welchman named Archibald. 

No Speaker has yet been elected by Con- 
gress. During an exciting debate on the 
12th January, a loaded pistol dropped to the 
floor from the breast of John 11. Haskin. 

Unioti meetings were being held through- 
out the country. 

An accident had occurred en the Hudson 
River Railroad, by which several persons 
were killed and wounded. 

Europe. 

Dates from Europe aro to Jan. 5th, 

The probabilities are -that the European 
Congress will not be held at all. 

Count Waieski, French Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, has resigned. 

The Moors and Spanish troops had a groat 
battle on the 30th Dec. The former were 
defeated with groat loss. 

Garabaldi has been appointed Com- 
mander-in-chief of the National Guards of 
Sardinia. 

Two thousand rebels have been arrre.sted 
in Italy. 

The Duke of Malakoff had arrived in 
London. 

A great riot had taken place between the 
soldiors stationed at camp Aldershott, near 
London. Throe were killed and many 
wounded. 

Twenty-two livos were lost by the upset- 
tine of a boat at Liverpool. 



It is reported that Austria, Spain, and Na- 
ples will not send plenipotentiaries to the 
Congress. The Pope also refuses to bo re- 
presented. 

Difficulties in the French Cabinet are 
reported. 

The Vienna Gazette regards the pamphlet 
The Pope and the Congress, as a direct 
menace to Austria. 

It is thought that these various difficulties 
will be smothered down by the meeting of 
Congress, which, however, is still indefinite. 

Lord Macauley (Thomas Babington Ma- 
cauley) the eminent statesman and historian, 
died on the 28th December, of heart- 
disease. 

The French and Spanish fleets wero ex- 
pected at Vera Cru/, to enforce their pecu- 
niary demands against Mexico. 

The Juarez government is gaining ground, 
they having won some important battles. 

It is charged by a U. S. army officer that 
the California Indians are murdered and 
plundered by Superintendent Hcnly and a 
gang of followers, on every convenient oc- 
casion. 

A valuable quicksilver mine has been 
fount] in Sonoma County, California. 

The Times' correspondent from British 
Columbia, complains that the American 
authorities at San Juan, both civil and 
military, have been guilty of many petty 
acts, calculated to annoy the British. 

The new Custom House at New Orleans 
was partially burned on the ltjth ult. Loss 
830,000. 

On the 17th ult., three locomotives and 
ten cars, containing 600 invited passengers, 
crossed the Victoria Bridge at Montreal. 

The members of the House at Washington 
are in a " fix," They can draw no pay until 
a Speaker is elected. Meantime, Glossben- 
ner, the old sergeant-at-arms, is keeping 
them up by advances. He has already ad- 
vanced between S5O,00O and St>0,000 in the 
aggregate.

The Present Crisis. 

That affairs in British Colombia have 
reached a crisis, no one can doubt who is at 
nil versed in the principles of constitutional 
government, or the details of colonial histo- 
ry. The justly obnoxious mule-tax is but 
the climax of a series of grievances, lor the 
redress of which there must be immediate, 
vigorous, united action, on the part of all 
those who wish well to Great Britain's pos- 
sessions oil the Pacific. If such action be 
ne[»'ected, our history for years to come will 
have to be written with a pen dipped in the 
gloom of Erebus. 

A cri.-is is not necessarily a catastrophe, 
but it may easily become one. The very 
means taken to avert the danger may aggra- 
vate and hasten it, unless they are dictated 
by sound wisdom. 

There can be little doubt that by far the 
greater portion of the inhabitants, both of 
this Island and. the Bister colony, are per- 
fectly agreed on these two points — condem- 
nation of the mule-tax and disapproval ol 
the imposition of any taxes without the con- 
sent of the people. On these two points 
British Columbia is a unit, and so also would 
this Island be, but for direct governmental 
and Hudson Bay inlluenoe. As it is, there 
is sufficient unanimity hero in referenco to 
these two matters to secure a strong, nay, 
irresistible expression of public opinion, if 
the thing be properly gone about. 

Under these circumstances we cannot but 
regret the mode in which the meeting of 
Saturday evening last was gotten up and 
carried forward. While we have no doubt 
the meeting in question has done and will do 
good, we as firmly believe that a much more 
effective demonstration can be and therefore 
ought to be made. We respect the inten- 
tions and agree with the views of the origi- 
nators of the meeting which has been al- 
ready held, yet the arrangements were in 
many respects defective. In the first place, 
proper notice was not given, — not even an 
editorial item. A forlorn-looking mule, 
apparently over-worked, poorly fed, and 
laden with the prospective sorrows threat- 
ened by tiie tax to his lace, was led around 
the streets, bearing on either side a placard 
calling the meeting. This would have been 
well enough had other notifieafon preceded 
and verified the announcement made by his 
mule-ship ; but as it was, many tho iglit the 
affair a burlesque and a farce. 

Then, no one was previously selected and 
engaged to take the chair. The resolutions 
were evidently hastily prepared and crude. 
No speakers were pledged to introduce and 
sapport them. Those who addressed the 
meeting, did so with hesitation, and under 
evident disadvantage. Various circum- 
stances combined to make the matter too 
sectional. The Committee, though con- 
sisting ol good men 
sent the community 
as desirable. 

All things c< usideied, wo think the course 
dictated by sound policy, is to call another 
meeting, with fuller notice and more thor- 
ougl preparation. The Committee appointed 
on Saturday evening, may properly enough 
take steps for securing a more general and 
forcible expression of public opinion. Let 
thoroughly-digested and strongly worded r'e- 
soli (tons be brought forward, by speeches 
on which some previous thought has been 
bestowed. Let the community at laigc be 
enlisted, in what is strictly speaking, no 
question of party, but of universal interest. 
The prosperity of British Columbia is of im- 
portance to us all, and her prosperity de- 
pends on her freedom. In this age, these 
two things are inseparable. Anglo-Saxon 
blood all the world over, must and will boil 
at the id, >a of being despotically ruled. 
<: Britons never will be slaves !" British 
Columbia cannot be peopled witli a population 
worth having, unless freedom unites with 
the prospect of gain, to allure a desirable 
emigration. Everybody, therefore, ought to 
feel and manifest, a ivarm interest in 
knocking off the shackles of the sister col- 
ony. Arid we believe that many only desire 
■b suitable oppoitunity, for taking part in this 
work of emancipation. Let the opportunity 
then be fully given. 

The ground-work being laid in the manner 
we have indicated, let a comprehensive and 
straightforward petition to Her Majesty be 
framed, and let public meetings be held in 
every locality, on this Island, where an as- 
sembly of Battlers can be convened. Let 
the sesolutirms be reaffirmed in every neigh- 
borhood. Let the petition be circulated 
thoroughly here, and in all the settlements 
in this colony. Let the same course he pur- 



in and true, do not repre- 
nity so extensively and fully 



sued in British Columbia. Thus a voice of 
strength, — an effectual ,uice,— will reach 
the ear of royalty, from these distant ap- 
pendages of the Empire. 

By all means, too, let there be a delega- 
tion. It would be foolish to court disappoint- 
ment by trusting to transmission, even 
though there weie reason to expect, which 
there is not. that the petitions would be sent 
without unfair comments. A Governor so 
wedded to absolutism that he will not even 
consent to a council of his own choosing, — 
so despotic that he is unwilling, even in ap- 
pearance, to divide with others the power 
which has unfortunately fallen into his 
hands: — so regardless of the laws of the 
realm, that he refuses access to poll-books ; 
sn inconsiderate as to levy taxes which 
have as sure a tendency to repress emigra- 
tion as a stone has to fall to the earth ; — and 
withal so low in his estimate of British Co- 
lumbians that he proclaims them unfit for 
self-government; — can hardly be expected 
to have magnanimity enough to help on 
their way to the Colonial Office docu- 
ments ttiat may serve his own official death- 
warrant. Besides, a delegate or delegates 
can gain access to loyally, much moie rea- 
dily than a petition, which can only come 
in its turn, and maybe crowded out of its 
turn. 

To accomplish what we have baiely hint- 
ed at, organization, deliberation and th i- 
roughness are needful. There must be no 
hurry, no bap-hazard work. Funds will be 
needed, anil means must be taken to give 
all who wish to contribute an opportunity 
of doing so. We hope that this important 
matter will not be balked or half done. 

Death of Lord Macaui.ky. — The world 
has been called upon to mourn the death of 
another man great in literature and states- 
manship. Thomas Babbington Macauley 
is no more. He expired at his residence 
in London on the 28ih of December last. 
Hastily had the OKI and the New World 
ceased their mourning over the grave of 
Washington Irving, the American historian 
and romancist, than they are called upon to 
render honor to the memory ol the greatest 
author ami ossajist of the age. Thus one by 
one they go! Floating on with the tide of 
time year after year they slowly but surely 
near t li.j rupids, and at last are lust from the 
view of their loving friends. Lord Macau- 
ley's complaint was heart disease. His 
death', although sudden, had long been a 
tioipatedi l'eace to his ashes. 

Monopoly.— We learn that the British 
Colombia Steain Navigation Company have 
made arrangements with the government of 
the si.~ter colony for the navigation of Harri- 
son river, that amount to a monopoly. No 
Steamboat ol foreign bottom, nor no steam- 
boat having foreign-made engines, will bo 
permitted to navigate the river.

The Meeting on Saturday Night. 

The meeting of Saturday night, at "as- 
sembly Hall, to consider the i.'l mule-tax, 
was very largely attended by an intelligent 
audience. Mr. John Copland was called to 
the Chair, and Mr. Muir was appointed S«. 
cretary. 

Several speeches were made by gentle- 
men largely interested in British Colombia 
and Vancouver Island, and the general im- 
pression seemed to be that if the former col- 
ony fell, through the enormous exactions of 
Gov. Douglas, the latter must go with it. 

The utmost unanimity of feeling seemed 
to exist, and the remarks made called forth 
the hearty applause of all present. 

During the progress of the meeting, the 
following resolutions were introduced and 
adopted unanimously: — 

Reiolvcd, That tlie miners of British Columbia, 
tire the bono and sinew of the Colony, — that they 
are the only producers, and the principal consu- 
mers, who pay almost all the taxes, and are 
therefore entitled to every consideration. 

Resolvtd, That British Columbia has been 
and still la most incompetently, unjustly and ar- 
bitrarily governed ; that the numerous burthens 
and restrictions heaped on the miners, and the re- 
fusal to allow the public lands to be settled on, 
are ample proofs of this fact, and contrary to the 
express instructions from the Home Government, 
"that a council of intelligent miners should be 
from time to time assembled and consulted with." 

Resolved, That it is totally irreconcilable with 
sound law and common justice that one man 
should have the power to levy taxes without the 
concurrence of the majority taxed, or their repre- 
sentatives, the result of which has been to drive 
thousands of valuable emigrants from the Col- 
ony, — and to prevent many thousands from com- 
ing to it,— while those who remain cannot have 
any attachment for it under such despolic rule. 

Resolved, That the tax of $■> per head on pack- 
mules for each trip is most exorbitant and unjust, 
and ought to be immediately repealed, calculated 
as it is to paralyze commerce by driving all the 
miners (who would have to pay it) out of the coun- 
try, and thereby convening thriving towns and 
vasts lields yielding golden harvests into desolate 
wildernesses. 

Resolved, That we deeply sympathise with 
our brother Colonists, and will use our utmost 
efforts in combination with them to have the 
obnoxious pack-animal-tax immediately ^repeal- 
cd, — and will likewise aid them in obtaining 
redress of their manifold grievances. 

Resolved, That while we sincerely deplore the 
injury done to our brother Colonists, wo cannot 
be insensible to the fact that the prosperity of 
Vancouver Inland, depends chiefly on that of Bri- 
tish Columbia, and, consequently, self-preserva- 
tion, as well as sympathy calls loudly oil us for 
vigorous combined action. 

Resolved, That the obnoxious mule-tax is another 
added to the many pro ifs of the need which exists 
for a radical change in the form of Government 
in British Columbia, in order that by the establish- 
ment of representative institutions, British Col- 
umbia, may become as a Colony, a worthy scion 
of the British Realm. 

Resolved, That a petition to His Excellency 
praying for the immediate repeal of the mule-tax, 
be drafted and circulated by a committee to be 
appointed by this meeting, 'and also that said 
committee lie authorized ami requested to act in 
concert with British Colombia, in petitioning the 
Home Government for the immediate establishment 
of representative institutions in that Col.uiy. 

Resolved, That the committee do also take the 
necessary measures to raise subscriptions, in order 
to send a delegate 01 delegatos to the Home Oov- 
t uiinent, io represent the grievances of the two 
('• h hies.

The Terrible Calamity in Massachusetts 
Horrible Scenes. 

The recent lamentable nccident at the 
Pemberton Cotton Mills, of Lawrence, Mass., 
which fell on the 10th of January last, sur- 
passed in scenes of horror and in the number 
killed and maimed, that of the Hague street 
explosion in New York, nearly ten years 
since. The following items of the mournful 
disaster were received in San Francisco on 
the 6th inst., per Overland Mail : 

Tits building was never considered safe ; 
when it was in process or construction the 
workmen were compelled to brace it to pre- 
vent a crash. The building appeared to 
crumble to pieces — it fell inwards. 

The laboring force of the mill was nine 
hundred and sixty, and it is supposed some 
six or seven hundred were buried in the 
ruins. 

The fall took place about five o' clock p. M. 
and the wounded were being rapidly res- 
cued, when a man named Crawford who 
was searching for his daughter among the 
ruins, dropped a fluid lamp, which exploded 
and in ten minutes the whole place was a 
sheet 'of flame. The screams and moanings 
of the poor buried creatures were distinctly 
heard, but no power could save them. A 
large portion ol the killed were young girls, 
many of them being the main support of 
their parents. A girl aged 14, who was 
caught by the feet in the ruins, on seeing 
the lire approach, saitl to a girl who was 
near her, whom workman were extricating, 
''Lizzie, take this due-bill to my poor dear 
dear, father. You will be saved and 1 will 
not, — give him my best love'!" The poor 
creature was burned to death. But her 
companion was saved. 

On Margaret Hamilton being dug out, an- 
other affecting scene took place. It was 
her first daj's work. Her devoted mother 
attended her and when asked what injuries 
her daughter had received, replied, "her arm 
is broken, and her head is broken, and oh 
my God! (here the poor woman burst into 
tears,) my poor duiliug is all broken.'' The 
unfortunate girl died that day. The daugh- 
ter was the main support ol Iter molher uud 
four children. 

Miss Olive Bridges, of Calais, Maine, 
who worked in the filth story, seized the 
hoisting chain of the elevator and went 
sately down and escaped uninjured. — 
Before the building catmtit lire, a number 
oftho.se imprisoned beneath could be seen 
and conversed with, Drink and refresh- 
ments, in some instances, were passed In 
them, VVIieii the lire spread over the ruins, 
they found escape hopeless and bid adieu 
to Irieuds. and in several cases gave direc- 
tions as to the disposal of their ellects. In 
one part of the building a hole was battered 
through a wall and through it could be 
seen three young women who said they 
were not at all injured. One Ihrust her 
arm through the small aperture and begged 
to be drawn through, but before the 
aperture could be made large enough, the 
ll. lines drove the men away and the prison- 
•rs perished. 

A jury was summoned, who alter receiv- 
ing the dead, adjourned till the next day.
